The plan was predicated, how- 


ever, upon overcoming 
Britain's 


Royal air force and never went 
into effect. 


'300 Other Documents 


Hitler's order was included with 


some 300 other nazi 
documents 


published in the first of a series 
of eight volumes designated to re- 
inforce the allied charges that the 
nazis plotted and waged aggres- 
ive war and committed 
countless 


crimes. 


Officials said it had not been in- 


troduced at the Nuernberg trial 
of 21 leaders of German aggresion. 


Nearly 2,000 documents seized 


in German salt mine caches and 
elsewhere and collected by the 
American and British prosecuting 
staffs were marked for inclusion 
in the new series in their English 
translation. They were edited by 
Capt. Roger W. Barrett and by 
Naval Lt. William K. Jackson, son 
of the American prosecutor. 


Excluded From Record 


The editors explained in a fore- 


word that the purpose was to 
make available for world inspec- 
tion material which was excluded 
from the Nuernberg record be- 
cause of its length or for other 
reasons.

Most of the 
family's rations go to the chil- 
dren, who also get food at school.

Illinois must produce at least 


230,000 homes by the end of 194-7 
to 
meet

to a report by the Illinois state 
housing board and the national 
housing agency' released over the 
week end. 


The reports, submitted to Gov. 


Green's 
committee 
on housing 


pointed out that 184.000 of these 
units will be needed for veterans 
alone and that the over-all figure 
deals only with 
the 
emergency 


needs of veterans' families and 
hardship cases of families of non- 
veterans made homeless by evic- 
tions or mishaps and disasters. 


Several Points Not Considered 
"It does not take into account 


the units required in these two 
years or thereafter to replace sub- 
standard housing now in use. nor 
the dwellings required yearly to 
replace those worn out." the re- 
port said. "The estimate also does 
not provide for 
newly 
created 


non-veterans' 
families 
nor 
for 


over-crowded non-veteran families 
now sharing dwellings with oth- 
ers." 


Temple McFayden. chairman of 


the 
state 
housing 
hoard, 
and 


Charles Horan. regional expeditor 
or the national agency, disclosed 
the report was made on the basis 
of field investigations in 21 select- 
ed 
representative 
areas of 
the 


state and 
from 
other 
official 


sources. 


The report estimated that more 


than 100.000 of 
the 
additional 


homes will be required in Chicago 
but made no attempt to break 
the state total down into individ- 
ual county needs. 


Percentages Found Low 


Of the 2.280.826 units in Illinois 


in IS'IO, 38.102 were vacant. Per- 
centages of vacancy in the state 
ran from 3.7 per cent in Chicago 
to 0 4 in Salem. Marion county. 
These percentages were so low as 
t-> constitute an estimated housing- 
shortage. 
Additional units con- 


structed in IS'in and 19-11 were 
43,098. 
The war prohibited fur- 


ther construction except for an es- 
timated 21.000 units needed in war 
activities. 


The state's population increased 


f ri m 1910 to 1915 hv an estimated 
562. "81 persons, despite the ab- 
sence of 7.'i8.523 men in service. 
The report 
pointed out this in- 


crease calls for nmre additional 
housing units than the 82 000 in 
1946 
and the 102.000 in 1947 al- 


lotted to Illinois under the na- 
tional housing 
agency program 


calling for 2.700,000 now homes 
throughout the nation by the end 
of 1947 


"It will not he enough merely 


tc provide housing for veterans —

toward the bus on the wrong side 
of the highway. The top of the 
bus was sheared off and its sides 
crumpled.
